Sheriff Reports to Governor

Chicago, November !i.—Governor 
Deneen talked to Sheriff Frank Davis, 
of Alexander county, at Cairo, at I! 
o’clock tonight and receiveq the re- 
port that conditions in the southern 
Illinois city were so alarming that 
troops were needed at once to pre- 
vent a bloody outbreak. 

“The streets are filled with the peo- 
ple, and they are crazy,” the sheriff 
telephoned to the governor, who was 
at his rooms in the Union League Club. 

“They are storming the jail now and 
trving to batter down the doors. I 
called for volunteers to help suppress 
the rioting, and not a soul would help 
me. I must have troops.” 

Governor Deneen told the sheriff to 
utilize the company of militia at Cairo 
immediately, and that he would rush 
further troops to the scene. Governor 
Deneen issued orderg by telegraph to 
five companies of state troops to hurry 
at once to Cairo. 

At midnight Governor Deneen was 
ppealed to a second time by Sher- 
ff Davis, after the mob had succeed- 
din its furious vengeance and 
ragged Henry Salzner, a white man, 
rom the jail. Davis declared that he 
cared wholesale murder. 

The governor immediately issued an 
rder for five more troops of the TIli- 
ois National Guard to rush to Catro. 
leven companies in all were ordered 
o Cairo at midnight. 

“T have directed General Wells, of 
vecatur, to take charge of the troops 
nd he leaves on a special train at 


nce,” said Governor Deneen at mid- 
ight.

DIME NOVELS LED 
BUY TU MURDER 
BANK OFFICERS 


|/=Year-Old Louisville Youth 
Shoots Cashier, President 
and Negro Chauffeur. 


Louisville, Ky... November 11.—In an 
attempt at bank robbery, a young man 
who has been partially identified as 
Thomas Jeffersop Hall, of Louisville, 
son of a dealer in furniture, entered 
the Merchants’ National bank at New 
Albany, Ind., 
day and killed J. Hangary Fawcett, 
cashier of the bank: seriously wounded 
John K. Woodward, president of the 
bank, and wounded James R. Tucker, 
a negro chauffeur, probably fatally. 
When Hall entered the bank he car- 
ried a pistol in each hand. After com- 
manding everyone to throw up his hands 
and “get into the vault,” Hall began 
shooting. 
Cashier Fawcett was shot through 
the chest and neck,and died almost 
instantly. President Woodward was 
shot through the liver and his intes- 
tines were perforated. Tucker, the 
chauffeur, was shot through the body. 
Tried te Escape in Auto. 
Following the shooting, the murderer 
rushed from the bank and tried to es- 
cape in an automobile which he had 
taken from the curb in front of the 
residence of its owner, Mrs. Walter 
Escott, in Louisville. He had forced 
the negro chauffeur, at the point of a 
Pistol, to drive him to New Albany. 
After the shooting at the bank, the 
chauffeur was: paralyzed with terror 
and apparently incapable of action, sat 
still when the robber jumped into the 
car and ordexed him to speed up the 
machine. The robber then jumped out 
of the automobile, shot the negro in

Salener was so badly frightened that 
he was little more than a crazy man. 
He cried and begged piteously for his 
life, and was answered by cries and 
blows from the mob. 

Merciful Man Almost Lynched. 

When Salzner was asked for his last 
statement, a man, a stranger in the 
crowd, stepped forward and said he 
believed Salzner was innocent, where- 
upon the mob fell upon the stranger, 
kicked, struck him and finally knocked 
him down and it was oy hard work by 
the cooler heads of the mob that his 
life was saved. 

He was compelled to beg for mercy 
from the mob and announced in a 
loud voice that Salzner should be 
lynched after which he was driven away 
and all attention was given to Salzner, 
who cried and begged and mumbled 
his sisters had killed his wife. His 
manner only further turned the mob 
against him and it immediately clam- 
ored for his execution. 

After Salzner was hanged and while 
the body was being riddled with bul- 
lets. the rope broke and the body fell 
to the ground, where it now lies, the 
mob going away and leaving it.

AT AUDITORIUM-ARMORY 


Exhibition Is Pronounced One of the Finest and 4 Most 
Complete Displays of Cars Ever Made in This Coun- 


try or in Europe—Some 


of the Salient Features. 


So far as can be seen, there is not 
one radicaj change or one single 
“freak car’ to be found among the 
hundreds of motor vehicles at the 
Auditorium-Armory Auto Show. It is 
purely and simply, when the motor 
vehicle is considered, one of the finest 
displays that hag ever been seen in 
this country. not excepting the big 
New York, Chicago and Boston ‘shows. 
It is a show etnphasizing mare than 
ever that the motor car industry has 
reached a well-defined ang what might 
be termed a thoroughly solid and sub- 
stantial condition. The idea that, in 
order to be successful, one must pro- 
duce something radically = different 
‘from the other has long since passed 
away. 

The day of earnest, intelligent action 
in detail ang construction has been 
more thoroughly developed than at 
any time in the history of the motor 
car. This is shown by the great tend- 
ency toward standardization, which is 
this year most prominent. While there 
are sufficient changes in the way of 
detail improvements to keep the en- 
thusiast busy studying them, the fact 
remains that great progress is being 
made toward the standardization of 
the important parts. 

The work towerds this end has been 
going On for yéars, and some very 
definite results are now being attain- 
ed. Tnis means everything to the user, 
and in future will have a value in 
economy and convenience beyond esti- 
mate. Among the standarg makes, it 
is possible to make repairs by using a 
part from a car of another make, in 
cases of emergency, where parts need- 
ed are not obtainable. The steady ad- 
vance toward more cylinders, with no 
limit in sight, hag ceased, and the 
pendulum has swung back toward 
lighter and more sane ‘constructions, 
which are more suiteg to the needs of 
the masses. Of course there are, and 
will always be, structures suited to a 
more limited class who wish the 
smooth-running six-cylinders, of which 
there are a goodly number; but the 
four-cylinder engines predominate, and 
have become practically = standard. 
While the six-cylinder motor has its 
advantages, the four-cylinder car will 
take its buyer anywhere he maw wish 
to drive, and as fast as it is safe to 
ride. 

The Salient Features. 

The salient features of the current 
exhibition, it would appear, are two 
in number. On the one hand, there is 
an almost universal desire to cater to 
the idea of the medium-powered and 
moderate-priced car for the man whose 
money is limited. The other striking 
feature is the genera) effort to attain 
refinement in detail over the already 
laudable productions of other years. 
The ungraceful body lines of a few 
years ago have disappeared, and in 
their places have come the beautifully 


proportioned creations that are now on 
exhibition. 

These two features are probably of 
equal importance, but they apply to 
differegt classes of show visitors. The 
matter of refinement appeals directly 
to the man who has owned an auto- 
mobile, either for a month or 
years. His car hag been compared with 
all] others in its travels, and the aver- 
age owner who goes to the show has

With streets and roads gradually 
improving in the cities, towns and in 
the country, manufacturers of utility 
vehicles find it possible to greatly re- 
duce weight, or at least to furnish 
much greater power on business 
wagons of the same weight than was 
possible in the earlier days of the in- 
dustry. 

Passenger cars for public use and 
trucks have not yet been brought to 
anything resembling a standard, as is 
the case with pleasure cars; but in this 
respect there is little or no demand for 
a standard type, as the use of the 
commercia] vehicles is sa varied. In 
the power plants there is evidence 
that builders are getting together on 
systems, this Being practically the case 
among commercial vehicles shown at 
the Auditorium. The question of econ- 
omy between the horse and self-pro- 
pelleqd vehicle in commercial work ap- 
pears to have been satisfactorily set- 
tled in favor of the latter. The neces- 
sity now, which is being gradually 
met, is for simplicity in operation.

‘Chicago Chosen as Site 


for Next Meeting 
Place. 


Memphis, Tenn., November 11.—The 
extensifh of the life of the National 
Association of Minor Leagues until! 
September 6, 1921, and the selection of 
Chicago as the next meeting place, 
were the principal features of the 
closing session of the annual meeting 
of the association here today. The 
national board of arbitration will prob- 
ably remain here until Saturday dis- 
posing of the large number of cases 
on its calendar. 

The National Association made one 
or two other changes in its constitu- 
tion concerning the signing of con- 
tracts, the promoting of the welfare of 
the players and the punishment to be 
meted out to those who fail to live up 
to their contracts or violate their re- 
spective clauses. Suggestions con- 
cerning the flat drafting price from 
all leagues and a change in the meth- 
od of classification were referred to 
the national board for action. It was 
decided that the national board should 
meet several days before the National 
Association in the future and thus 
clear up all the minor cases before the 
biz meeting is started. 

The committee on the revision of 
the constitution recommended that the 
National Association renew its agree- 
ment for ten years or until September 
6, 1921. The present agreement was 
entered into at Chicago on September 
6, 1901, and was to run for ten years, 
Some members of the 
assovietion were apparently of the 
opinion that thé agreement expired 
in 1910, and it was @ecided to renew 
it this year, rather than to take any 
chances on some of the members feel- 
ing that it expireq next September. 

Chicago was awarded the next an- 
nual meeting of the association over 
Louisville. The vote on the question 
was 9 for Chicago, 5 for Louisville, 2 
for Rock Island-Moline-Davenport, 
and 1 for New.York city.

England is paying the penalty for her over-crowded condition, 
but no matter what is done, the situation seems to go from bad to worse. 

It is not to be wondered that such conditions must be met by unusual 
remedies. But whether that proposed will do it, is questionable. 

England has the best solution of the probiem in her splendid colonies, 
but inducing the people to go to them is another matter. Many would, 
doubtless, be glad to go if they but had the price of transportation. This 
is a phase of the matter which the government might investigate with

Protests of Naval Stores 
Men Given Heed. 


Question of Classification Be- 
ing Given “Try-Out”’ at Phila- 
delphia, and 20 Per Cent 


turers Wanted Free Rosin. 


Washington, November 11.—After a 
deluge of representations from the na- 
val stores people in the south, the 
soap manufacturers and other inter- 


ests in various parts of the country, 
the question of classification of gum 
rosin is being given a “try-out” at 
Philadelphia, where the collector has 
been notified by the treasury depart- 
ment that he can go ahead assessing 
a duty of 20 per cent on such importa- 
tions as an article of manufacture not 
enumerated in the tariff law. 

Southern rosin interests . claimed 
that wrong classification in the law 
has been admitting gum rosin, or ros- 
in from abroad, free of duty to the 
Serious loss of the southern trade. 
The collector at Philadelphia assessed 
gums and gum rosin, natural and un- 
compounded, but advanced in value or 
condition, by any process or treatment 
beyond that necessary to the proper 
packing of the drugs and the preven- 
tion of decay or deterioration pending 
manufacture, one-fourth of one per 
cent per pound, and in addition, ten 
per cent ad valorem. 

The manufacturing interests using 
rosin sought free admission under 
section 559 of the free list, which in- 
cluded gum rosin when natura] and 
uncompounded and in the crude state 
and not advanced in value by any 
treatment beyond that necessary for 
preservation pending manufactyre. 

The department would not diregt a 
re-classification, but advised the col- 
lector that his assessment of ad valo- 
rem duty would stand for the present 
at least.

MADE FOR LIGHT 


Commission Makes Re- 
ductions for Columbus. 


Lower Rates Are Fixed Both 
for Electricity and Gas---Com- 
mission Reaches Decision in 
a Case That Has Given Good 
Deal of Trouble. 


The railroad commission yesterday 
reached fina] decisfon in the Columbus 
lighting case, one of peculiar diffi- 
culty as well as importance, and one 
which has given the commission no 
little trouble. 

Under the commision’s decision the 


| rates for electricity for lighting pur- 


poses are fixed at 10 cents down to 5 
cents per kilowatt hour, according to 
the amount consumed, which is a re- 
duction of 10 to 15 per cent below the 
rates at present charged. 

The rate for 56500-candle power arc 
lamps is fixed at $60 a year, and .32- 
candle power incandescent lamps at $24 
per year, these being used by the city 
in lighting the streets. 

The minimum rate for residences 
and churches is $1 a month, and the 
minimum rate for other places, 10 cents 
a month for each 16-candle power lamp 
installed. 

The rate for gas is reduced from a 
maximum of $1.75 to’ $1.35 per thou- 
sand cubic feet consumed. 

The petitions which resulted in these 
reductions were filed several months 
azo by the city of Columbus and its 
Consumers’ Association against the 
Columbus Railroad Company, which 
controls the lighting plant, and the 
Gas Light Company of Columbus, 
which furnishes gas. Both corpora- 
tlons are controlled by the same in- 
terests. 

The Commission’s Order. 

The railroad commission’s. order with 
reference to the new rates for electric 
lighting, which go into effect January 
1, 1910, as to the reductions on gas 
is as follows:

WALL STREET TOPIC 
IS MONEY SITUATION 


Stock Market: Affected by the 
Feeling of Uncertainty Re- 
garding Foreign Rates. 


New York, November 11.—The money 
position was the dominant influence on 
the stock speculation again, and the 
topic of principal interest. The reten- 
tion of the 5 per cent bank of England 
rate was accepted with satisfaction, 
but the feeling of certainty yesterday 
that this course would be followed had 
‘allowed action to anticipate it. The 
‘influence on prices of stocks, there- 
_ fore, was short lived. The building up 
,of the bank’s proportion of~reserve to 
| above the fifty per cent Hine demon- 
‘strated the efficacy of the measure to 
(that end which have been in force. 
| There were fresh withdrawals of gold 
for South America, and a violent drop 
of 2 centimes in the sterling exchange 
rate at Paris indicated the waning 
power of one influence in the recupera- 
tion. This stgn of the narrowing of 
the point of ingress to the Paris mon- 
ey market added to the effect of the 
tightening money situation in New 
York as depriving the speculative con- 
tingent of hopes of recourse to other 
sources to replace the credits which are 
being withdrawn in New York. The 
week’s export of gold from New York, 
the atsorption of cash by sub-treasury 
operations and a renewal of requisi- 
tions on New York fro minterior points 
for currency have depleted the s‘ender 
surplug reserve of the clearing house 
banks to a point which is forcing them 
to reduce their loan account in an at- 
tempt to avoid the exhibit of a deficit 
in the weekly bank statement to be 
published on Saturday. When the mon- 
ey rate began to rise in New York, in 
response to the first demands of the 
interior for crop movement currency, 
interior banks made loans in New 
York on a lafge scale on their own ac- 
count to take advantage of the higher 
interest rate. The effect of this was to 
relieve the requirement upon the New 
York banks and to form a large factor 
in the enormous loan contractton ef- 
fected in New York during that period. 
Now, in connection with the further 
call of cash from the interior, there 
has been some scaling down of loans 
which bad been placed directly for dis- 
count of the interior banks in the 
stock market. The clearing house 
banks, in. the depleted condition of 
their reserves, are not in position to 
take over these loans. The course of 
foreign money markets also throws 
obstacles in the way of would-be bor- 
rowers from New York. The halt in 
speculative activity and the dribbling 
of liquidation, such as came into the 
stock market today, seem an inevita- 
ble consequence of these conditions. 
The unpromising outlook thus implied 
for capital fluctuations has a part in 
depressing the tone of speculation. The 
reception tendered to new stock issues 
sufficiently proves the distaste of the 
investment annetite for these offerings. 
tumors of an early offering of St. 
Paul debenture bonds gained credence

Sharp Advances in All Deliv- 

eries---Corn and Oats Also 

Clesed Strong. 

Chicago, November 11.—Fresh con- 
firmation of damage to the Argentine 
crop of wheat by locusts created con- 
siderable excitement in the wheat pit 
here to@ay and resulted in sharp ad- 
vances in all deliveries. At the close, 
prices were up 1s to 1%c, compared 
with yesterday's final figures. Coarse 
grain and provicions also closed strong. 

The new claims of injury to the Ar- 
gentine.crop of wheat were contained 
in a cablegram to a local concern and 
estimated that the crop in 20 per cent 
of the wheat area of the country had 
been seriously damaged by locusts. De- 
mand fer the December wheat delivery 
was especially urgent, and the price 
of that option advanced from $1.03% to 
$1.05. within the first half hour. Prices 
reacted at times. owing to realizing 
sales, but a decidedly strong tone pre- 
vailed throughout the entire session. 
The top for December was reached at 
$1.05%. The close was strong with 
prices about Ke below the best marks 
of the day. , 

The weather throughout the corn 
belt, the bulge in wheat, Nght receipts 
and an improved demand for the cash 
grain imparted considerable strength to 
the corn market. Shorts were eager 
bidders throughout the entire session. 
The market closed strong with prices
